One death has occurred at the City Hos- 
pital as a result of the “wide-open” Fourth; 
two or three others are in a critical condl- 
tion and it will be days before it can be 
known whether they will recover. There 
were a number of vicious assaulis—a po- 
liceman was perhaps fatally wounded and 
there are two other persons at the City 
Hospital who may die from their wounds. 

That revolvers loaded with bulleis were 
recklessly discharged is proven by the con- 
dition of overhead wires. So many were 
shot through that the Western Union's sys- 
tem of electric clocks was demoralized and 
a force of linemen were kept busy all night. 
The reckless use of fircurms was criticised 
all cver the city.

DEAD MAY NUMBER A HUNDRED. 


‘ESTIMATES OF LOSS ARE FROM 
$7,000,000 TO $20,000,000. 


Brookshire and Dewey Station Cut Off 
From Communication With the 
World Just as Hundreds 
Were in Peril of 
Their Lives. 


HOUSTON, Tex., July 5.—The Texas sea 
is 500 miles long and 50 miles wide. Under- 
| neath the waters of the Brazos, which have 
wrought such terror and damage during 
the last six days, is what was once the fair- 
| est portion of Texas, are probably 100 bodies 
and destroyed property worth from $7,000,- 
000 to $20,000,000, according to various esti- 
mates. If late reports prove accurate, the 
dead may number a hundred more.’ The 
loss to the farmers is from $5,000,000 to $15,- 
000.000. The other loss is on railroad prop- 
erty and bridges. It is said that 100,000 bales 
of cotton have been washed away, that corn 
over the submerged area is a total loss, that 
1000 cars of melons, worth $100,000, have been 
ruined. 

The rivers which have caused the fright- 
ful destruction are the Big Brazos, the Lit- 
tle Brazos,. the Colorado.-the Trinity, the 
Guadalupe. the Leon and the Neuces. Ali 
their tributaries have overflowed. 

The region which has suttered most from 
the flood is the famous Krazos bottom 
land between the Little and Big Brazos 
Rivers. 

_The rivers run parallel for a distance of 
3 or 40 miles, the tongue of land between 
them being from two to five miles wide. 

The floods from the two rivers came to- 
wether and covered all the land between 
the two rivers except the high knolls. It 
is estimated that 10,000 acré& or land is cov- 
ered. 

The following plantations in this section 
are reported under water: The Adoue, 
Brown, Garrett, Breckman, Anderson, Way- 
land, .Whatley, Lewis and Peters places, 
along with many others down the river to- 
wards Hearne. . 

he flood news and lack of news ts still 
disheartening. Calvert is still in the center 
of a sea that fails to diminish though not 
rising, and but one train has reached the 
town in a week, -Com on. with. 
Dewey Station and Brookshire. ich was 
lost yesterday, has not been restored and 
the damage in the netghborhood can only 
be conjectured. The river at Dewey Station, 
on the Missouri, Kanses & Texas, is 10 
miles wide. Dewey Station was small, but 
the country around ft is thickly settled with 
truck farmers. A Postal Telegraph lineman 
was stationed at that point, but when the 
water had begun to creep over the levee 
that had been built to protect the village, 
he left. At that time 150 people were 
gathered on an island near where the town 
stood, and the water was gaining rapidly. 
When he left there houses were floatin by, 
some of them with human freight, and the 
carcasses of cattle Were numerous. He was 
the last man out of the place, and says that 
the people who live on the new-made island 
cannot escape if the flood comes further. 
He knows of no lives having been lost. 

l-rookshire sent out an urgent appeal for 
help. It is two miles from the river ordi- 
narily, but its streets are now overflowed 
with water, while the whole country, is a 
Be A. 

One rumor places the number ajféady 
drowned at these points at thirty unless

The last report received from Sealey said: 
The big bridge of the Missouri, Kansas & 
Texas Railroad’ at Dewey is as good as 
ruined.

The 
entire structure is likely to at any min- 
ute. Four miles of ‘Missour‘i, Pecan & Tex- 
as track are gone on the Dewey side, and 
about a mile on the Sealey side has been 
vashed away. ,

NEW YORK, July 5.—‘‘The Democrats 
will certainly make a strong fight against 
trusts in the next Presidential campaign,” 
said Senator John P. Jones of Nevada to- 
day. “Just how the subject should be 
treated I will confess I do not know at 
present. It is a difficult probelm. -It is 
easy enough to shout ‘Down with trusts!’ 
but what are you going to do about it? 

“Take the one that is most often made the 
target—the Sugar trust. You go to the 
members and they say: ‘Yes, we own all 
the sugar refineries; we are incorporated 
according to law.’ 

‘““Now will we pass a law that a conecrn 
shall own only. so much property or what 
shall we do? 

“What difference would it make to us if 
there were a thousand ‘ndependent retineries 
and as many middlemen? 

“I am strongly opposed to trusts. The 
exact remedy for the evil is not clear to me. 
There would be no trusts if it were not for 
the gold standard, the shrinking currency 
and falling prices??’’ 

“Then you do not agree with Mr. 
meyer that the protective 
father of trusts?’’ 

“No, I do not. There are as many trusts 
abroad without a protective tariff as there 
are here.”’ 

“Does the anti-trust idea for a Democratic 
campaign issue mean that Bryan will be 
the candidate?" 

‘Certainly. It will be Bryan and Mce- 
Kinley over again. That does not mean 
that the silver issue will be shelved, either, 
It will be rather overshadowed probably by 
the anti-monopoly movement. There are 
many people who will never understand the 
currency question, and in the face of a 
semblance of prosperity the silver issue 
may be submerged for a timé It will not 
stay down, however.”’ 

“How is the Philippine situation regarded 
in the West?’ 

“In California, where all the troops have 
been shipped, the people have made money 
out of {it and may want the Philippines. 
I think the question is weakening President 
McKinley in other parts of the West.”

RESISTED WITH AN UMBRELLA. 


ASSAULT WAS COMMITTED ON 
UNION AVENUE NEAR DELMAR. 


Well Known Citizen Halted by 2 
Highwayman Who Shot and Mor- 
tally Wounded Him Becaus;3 
He Resisted—The Rob- 
ber Escaped. 


Somewhere, among thieves’ haunts in St. 
Louis a footpad is waiting for the evening 
papers to see whether he has added murder 
to his crime, and whether he may rest sat- 
isfied that none but himSelf knows-who did 
the deed, unless he hag confided to some 
fellow criminal that he “plugged a guy’’ 
who would not deliver his valuables, 

And out at the Baptist Sanitarium W. P. 
Scott of 5341 Waterman avenue, whom his 
hundreds of friends in the upper social cir- 
cles familiarly call by his middle name 
“Poston,” is writhing iff pain and at the 
point of death from a ‘bullet wound inflicted 
by the footpad, 

These facts make a sad commentary on 
the police pretection given St. Louisans. 

Mr. Scott was shot down by a big high- 


Wwayman on Union avenue near Delmar, 
shortly before midnight under the shadow 
of a row of young mapie trees cast by an 
arc lamp not 100 feet away. ‘He was shot 
and supposedly mortally’ wounded, bec: @se 
he refused to stand and deliver at cine 
footpad’s command. Thelatter retreated 
into the darkness after hooting. 

There is no reason to Believe that he will 
be apprehended and there is every reason 
to believe that his victim will die of his 
wound. 

Mr. Scott is a brother-in-law of Judge 
James Seddon, and was enroute to his home 
at the latter’s residence when he was as- 
saulted. He had been visiting friends on 
Locust street and left a west bound Delmar 
avenue car at Union bouieverd to walk 
three blocks south to Waterman avenue. 
The hour lacked a few minutes of midnight 
when Mr. Scott, unmindful of danger and 
unprepared to combat it began the lonely 
walk. The locality is sparsely settled. The 
house nearest the intersection of Delmar 
avenue and Unign,boulevard is quite 100 
yards away.

clutched the weapon and behind it the figure 
of a squarely built man with a slouch hat 
pulled down in front took shape; a voice 
issuing from the vague’ figure commanded 
with oaths and obscenity:

Mr. Scott halted abruptiy, mechanically. 
But he did not throw up his hands. Quick 
as.a flash he raise his umbrella and 
brought it down with a resounding whack 
on the slouch hat. Simultaneously the 
pistol flashed, dazzling Scott. An excructa- 
ting pain shot throufh his abdomen and 
with the report that rang in his ears was 
mingled the sound of heavy feet running on 
the granitoid. 

Mr. Scott was @azed by the first shock of 
the bullet and helpless for an instant. He 
rallied and staggered into the street, where 
it was light. A Suburban car, south bound, 
on Union boulevard, was approaching. The 
mgtorman had heard the pistol shot and 
stopped his car when he reached 'Mr. Post. 
Mhe latter was able to talk with difficulty. 
He told-what had happened and asked to 
be assisted to his home. ‘He was helped into 
the car, ‘which was started and run at full 
speed to Waterman avenue. Leaving the 
wounded man in the car the conductor and 
motorman ran to Scott’s home artd waked 
Judge Seldon.

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CHEERS FOR THE EX-PRESIDENT 
AT A PARIS BANQUET. 


SPEAKS OF THE PHILIPPINES. 


Our Duty to the World, He Says, Is to 
First See That Order Is Es- 
tablished There. 


PARIS, July 5.—The banquet given yester- 
day at the American Embassy was a nota- 
ble event, punctuated by many cheers and 
loud applause from the moment M. Meller- 
aud, the Minister of Commerce, said, ‘‘Gen- 
tlemen, I lift my glass to the American Re- 


public and to the President.’ There were 
600 pereons at dessert. 

Mr. Peartreee, President of the Chamber 
of Commerce, read the following dispatch, 
which he had just received from President 
McKinley: . 

“I heartily reciprocate your good wishes, 
and hope that our cordial relations with 
France may endure and become stronger 
year by year.” 

Letters were read from M. Waldeck- 
Rousseau, the French Premier, and ‘M. Del- 
casse, French Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
expressing their regret at not being able 
to be present. After a brief speech of wei- 
come, in the course of which he referred 
to the efforts of the American Chamber of 
Commerce in Paris in behalf of the reci- 
procity treaty between the United States 
and France, Mr. ‘Peartreee proposed the 
health of President ‘McKinley, then that of 
President Laubet of France, and finally 
that of ex-President Harrison. 

General Harrison was greeted by cheers 
when he arose. He said, in part: 

“‘We have other friends, but none whdse 
friendship involves enmity for France. We 
are pleased when she is prosperous and 
grieved when she is troubled. 

“The United States has not set its eyes 
upon distant possessions. She would gladly 
have welcomed a settlement of the Cuban 
question by the establishment of a humane. 
just and ifberal government under Spain, if 
that had been possible. 

“We have incurred responsibilities theré 
and in the Philippines and we shall not 
fail to discharge them at any cost. It jis 
too late to debate the question whether it 
were wiser to carry out in the Philippines a 
purely naval campaign or the question 
whether destiny or our own choice involved 
us there. We have assumed responsibilities 
toward a peaceful people there, toward 
Spain and toward the world. We must es- 
tablish order as a preliminary to the con- 
sideration of any questions as to the ulti- 
mate destiny and disposition of the arch- 
ipelago. 

“‘We see opening before us the wide door 
of commerce throughout the world; and it 
must not be thought unnatural, in spite of 
differences and strifes, if a peculiar friend- 
liness is felt by us for those of our lan- 

age and our race across the channel. 

ut no one has suggested that for this 
either Great Britain or the United States 
should assume all the .quarrels and ani- 
mosities of others. The friendship of .the 

United States for Pngland is not enmity 
for the rest of the world. 

“The United States is now more than ever 
in sympathy with every practical sugges- 
tion tending to diminish the influence of 
arms in the determination of international 
questions. Arbitration halted because of

NEW CAPITOL CAN BE BUILT. 


Arkansas Supreme Court Arousés At- 
torney General Davis to Wrath 
That Is Threatening.

LITLE *K, Ark., July 5.—The 6u- 
preme Court this morning handed down 
an oral decision in the State Capitol in- 
junction suit brought by Attorney-General 


Davis. The substance of the decision 1s 
to the effect that the law authorizing tlhe 
erection of the new State House was con- 
Stitutionally passed by the Legislature. 

e court found no error in the judgment 
and the decree of the court below. After 
rendering the decision the court adjourned 
for the summer. Attorney-General Davis 
holds that the State is not able to build a 
new State House, and that is why he insii- 
tuted the injunction proceedings. He con- 
tends, that the new Capitol will cost $,- 
000,000, instead of $1,000,000, and that it will 
“prove the most infamous steal’ ever per- 
petrated against the people of Arkansas. 
Gen, Davis is severe in his criticism of 
the court. He says he is tired of ‘‘court- 
made law,’’ and that he intends to tell the 
people the truth in each of the 75 counties 
of Arkansas. He says: ‘Before the can- 
vass for the governorship is over_no one 
will be able to see me for the dust I raise.”

Many Seriously Injured and a Few Not

maimed for life, others will carry with 
them memories of a patriotic day fraught 
with foolishness.

Herman Cramer, a salesman for the Ex- 
celsior Brewery Co., ‘has a slight fracture 
of the skull and will lose the sight of his 
left eye as the result of being struck on 
the forehead by a skyrocket. The rocket 
Was among a number fired by a crowd of 
would-be merry-makers Tuesday morning 
at Twenty-first and Chestnut streets. The 
hospital physicians say Cramer's condition 
is serious, 

(Will Moore, colored, disturbed Effie Small, 
also colored, by discharging a blank cart- 
ridge pistol within a few feet of her. Effie 
objected, whereupon, the olice claim 
Moore caught Effie around the waist and 
threw her over a balustrade to the ground, 
a distance of 15 feet. Effie is now at the 
hospital suffering from painful contusions 
about the face and body.

In ad- 
dition to the accident patients, there were 
several hurt in cutting and shooting 
scrapes.

WASHINGTON, July 5.—At the request 
of the Post-Dispatch, Charles G. Dawes. 
Comptroller of the Currency, makes the 
following statement of busigess conditions: 

“The present condition of  bus‘ness 
throughout the United States is very pros- 
perous. The banks during the past year 
have shown a concurrent expansion in 
both loans and deposits, which is always 
“nh indication of activity in profitable com- 
mercial exchanges and general prosperity. 

“At the date of the last call for reports 
of the condition of the national banks of 
the country on April 5, their individuai de- 
posits showed an increase of $437,914,981. 
and ‘their loans an increase of $306,316.660 
over their amount as shown by the caii 
in May, 1898. 

“The country, while doing a prosperous 
bus ness, is as a whole doing a conserva- 
tive business, and the indications point to 
# continued period of industrial progress 
unmarked by any great disarrangement of 
credit conditions.

Rescued While in the Border- 
land of Insanity. 


ANALYSIS OF HIS CONDITION. 


HE WAS LOSING THE POWER TO 
THINK AND SPEAK. 


For the Pcst-Dispatch a Paris Special- 
ist Gives a Clear Diagnosis of 
the Prisoner’s Mental State 
Based on Exact In- 
formation.

PARIS, July 5.—To get at the truth of 
Dreyfus’ mental and physical condition, 
the Post-Dispatch correspondents in Rennes 
and Brest have collected -exact facts from 
every one near him since he left Devil's 
Island. Capt. Coffiniere of the Sfax, who 
brought Dreyfus from Devil's Island, said: 

“Physicaliy, Drcyfus impressed me as ro- 
bust. But the man was just out of bed after 
a iong struggle with death. 

“‘Mentally, sore signs pointed: to a lack of 
brain balance, although those signs might 
be ascribed to other causes. He had the 
irritable temper, coupled with the vacant 
nervousness that I have seen in people con- 
valescing from long illness.”’ 

Asked to -tel! exactly how the lack of 
mental balance manifested itself, the Cap- 
tain of the Sfax said: 

“Dreyfus often Legan letters which, seem- 
ingly, he was unable to furnish. Or he 
ended by writing the same sentence over 
and ove: until, furious, he tore up the let- 
ter. 

“Once he tore a page he had crumpled 
from a precious book that was lent to him. 
He had written on the pages’ margin op-

posite a serious passage, “‘that’s funny,” 
and had repeated ‘‘that’s funny,” “that’s 
funny’ in writing, from the top to the boi- 
tom of the margin. 

‘Sometimes during his promenades on 
deck Dreyfus suddeniy faced about as if he 
expected to be stabbed in the back. 

“But these symptoms were not frequent- 
ly visible. On the whole, he acted iike a 
sane man. His usual attitude represented 
a combination of pride and subdued de- 
filance.”’ 

The Lieutenant in personal 
Dreyfus on board the Sfax said: 

‘Dreyfus was like a hunGred other offi- 
cers after hard colonial services, he never 
observed the symptoms remarked by oth- 
ers,” sald/the Lieutenant, ‘‘whose livers 
have shriveled and become ‘cranky,’ but 
whose health has not been irremediably 
ruined. He communicated with us, strictly 
in writing. His letters were always sensi- 
ble. save occasionally one had an unapplic- 
able introduction, an opening sentence quite 
irrelevant.” 

A friend of the Sfax'’s surgeon says the 
surgeon had orders to visit Dreyfus every 
day. The surgeon has told this friend: 

“Nothing angered Dreyfus so much 
my visits.

Another sailor who took Dreyfus’ meals 
to his cabin stated. as a curious fact, that 
onee when he had forgotten to put salt on 
the tray. Dreyfus couid not remember the 
word ‘‘salt.”” He struggled hard, but al- 
ways stopped at “Donnez moi" (give me). 
Then he grabbed up a pencil and bit of 
paper and wrote witheut hesitation: 
“Apportez moi du sel’ (bring me some 
salt).

That he should lose 
his powers of speech is not astonishing. 

‘“‘T have known cases where lack of verbal) 
intercourse brought on aphas:a much quick- 
er. The fact that Dreyfus cannot utter 
words does not preclude the possibility of 
his writing them. Any physician can cite 
wonderful phenomena of aphasia. 

“But Dreyfus’ mind was _ inevitably 
doomed had he been left in exile. When 
mental disease gets its first hold its prog- 
‘ess ‘s rapid. I remember the Governor 
of Guiana cabied two months ago, ‘Justice, 
to be effective, must be prompt.’ 

“Yes, Tam certain of Dreyfus’ recovery.”

Christian H. Buhl and Russell A. Ajger.

The Richardson Match Co. was located 
in Detroit. and for 16 months previous to 
July 3. 1879. its factory had not been in 


operation. The capital stock of the com- 
pany was $75,000. On Richardson's

By the terms of this 
agreement Alger and Buhl were to indorse 
Richardson's notes for the necessary 
amoum to purchase $100,000 of the preferred 
stock of the Diamond Match Co. For 
Buhl end Alger were to receive 
the dividends on the preferred and co 
stock of the Richardson ccmpéeny as 
of the new organization up to July 1) 1882, 
the time of final settlement. 

in the event ths notes and mortgages 
on the plant were not paid cn the} date 
named, Buhl and Alger were to recetvé one- 
half the dividends for the full te of 
two veers after July 1, 1881, after deduct- 
ing the interest on the notes and mortgages. 
This proposition was accepted after’ Gen. 
Alger had made the following addition: 

“If, upon the expiration of the two years 
from Jan, 1, 1881, said notes are not paid, 
then Buhl and Alger are authorized to sell 
the necessary amount of stock to pay 
for the same, unless some further arrange- 
ment for carrying them along is agreed be-

It was upon this agreement that the 
Richardson factory was put into the hance 
of the Diamond Match Co, aireade On 
Dec. 27, 188, a meeting of the partie:

The above statement is 
that the public may understand the ex- 
act nature of the contract to which Gen. 
Alger Was @ party and thus be able to

It is not necessary to go into the de- 
tailea of the financial transactions which 
induced the lower court to order the 
decree it did, inasmuch as the Supreme 
(7ourt get such decree aside on the 
grounds of public polley, although neither 
of the parties to the Hitigation raised any 
question as to the validity of the contract 
upon the grounds of public policy, or for 
any other cause, 

Chief Justice Sherwood very clearly stated 
his views in concluding his opinion, speak- 
ing as follows:

“It is indeed doubtful if a free govern- 
ment can long exist in a country where 
such enormous amounts of money are 
allowed to be accumulated in the vaults 
of corporations to be used at discretion 
in controlling the property and business of 
the country against the interest of the 
public and that of the people for the per- 
sonal gain and aggrandizement of a few 
individuals. It is always destructive of in- 
dividual rights and of that free competition 
which is the Hfe of businesss, and it re- 
vives and perpetuates one of the great evils 
which it was the object of the framers of 
our form of government to eradicate and 
prevent. 

“It is alike destructive to individual en- 
terprise and indiwidual prosperity, whether 
conferred upon .corporations or individuals, 
and, therefore, public policy {s and ought 
to be, as well as public sentiment, against 
it. All combinations among persons or 
corporations for the purpose of raising or 
controlling the prices of merchandise or 
any of the necessaries of life are monopo- 
lies and intolerable and ought to receive 
the condemnation of all courts.’’ 

“In my judgment not only is the enter- 
prise in which the Diamond Match Com- 
pany is engaged an unlawful one, but the 
contract in question in this case, being 
made to further its objects and purposes, 
is vold upon the ground that it is against 
public policy.”’ 


The testimony of Gen. Alger, which Chief 
Justice Sherwood said settled beyond ques- 
tion the character of the enterprise, was 
given in reply to the following question, 
as shown bv the record: 

“It appears that during the years 1881 
and 1882 large sums of money were expended 
to keep men out of the match business, re- 
move competition, buy machinery and 
patents, and in. some instance purchase 
other match factories. I will ask you to 
state the reasoms, if any there are, why 
those sums should not be treated as an 
expense of the business and charged off 
from this account? : re 

The following was Gen. Alger’s reply: 

“Because the price of matches was 


kept up to correspond, so as to pay 
these expenses and make large aivi- 
dends above what would have been 
made had those factories been in the 
market to compete with the business.” 


stice Champlin filed an _ opinion. in 
wiles he said ne concurred with Chief Jus- 
tice Sherwood in dismissing the bill of com- 
plaint for reasons which rendered it un- 
necessary to discuss the merits of the con- 
troversy between the parties. 


“It appears from the testimony of | 


Gen. Alger,’”’ says Justice Champlin, 
“that the organization of the Diamond 
Match Co: was in a measure due to his 
exertions. There is no doubt that all 
the parties to this suit were active par- 
ticipants in perfecting the combination 
called the ‘Diamond Match Co.,’ and 


the present dispute grows out of that 
transaction and is the fruit of the scheme 
by which all competition in the manufac- 
ture of matches was stifled, opposition in 
the business crushed, and the whole busl- 
ness of the country in that line engrossed 
by the Diamond Match Co, 

“Such a vast combination as has been 
entered into under the above name is a 
menace to the public. Its object and direct 
tendency are to prevent free and fair com- 
petition and control prices throughout the 
national domain. It is no answer to say 
that this monopoly has in fact reduced the 
oe of friction matches. That policy may 

ave been necessary to crush competition. 
The fact “exists that it rests in the dis- 
cretion of this company at any time to raise 
the prices to an exorbitant degree. 

“Such combinations have been frequent- 
lv condemned by the courts.” 

Justice Campbell concurred with Justice 
Champlin, and Justice Long, while con- 
curring in the result reached by Chief Jus- 
tice Sherwood, was not satisfied with many 
of the latter’s reasons, and, therefore, filed 
a separate opinion in which he defended 
the connection of Messrs. Buhl and Alger 
with the transaction. Justice Long declared 
that it clearly appeared that uhl and 
Alger were never members of the Diamond 
Match Co., and never held a dollar of its 
stock, except by way of security for the 
loan of their credit to Richardson.

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A QUESTION OF “RIGHTS.” 


Gov. Roosevelt strenuously insists on the duty of all citi- 
zens to uphold the President in “enforcing our rights in the 
Philippines.” 

But what are our “rights” there? 

It is said that we succeeded to the sovereignty of Spain 
and to all the rights appertaining thereto. But did not the 
United States deny the right of Spain to govern people against 
their will and to kill them if they resisted? Was it not in 
protest against this alleged right that Congress notified Spain 
to zet out of Cuba and proceeded to force her out when she 
refused to quit peaceably? 

If Spain had not the right to tax, to oppress, to shoot and 
to starve the Cubans, no more had she the right to do the 
same things to the Filipinos. Judged by our own standard 
of right as applied to Spain in Cuba, Spain had no rights in 
the Philippines which justify us in assuming her role as the 
subjugator and arbitrary ruler of the people of those islands. 

Spain could not convey to us any rights which she did not 
possess, and Mr. McKinley cannot justly claim any right not 
expressiy conferred upon him by the Constitution or laws of 
his country. 

“Our rights in the Philippines” would therefore seem to be 
limited to the right of self-defense—to repel attacks upon our 
forces-—and to the right of maintaining order and security in 
the city of Manila, which we conquered from Spain. If Mr. 
McKinley had not claimed and sought to enforce rights far 
exceeding these there would have been no war there.

A UNIQUE VIOLIN. 


A unique violin has been made by a Mis- 
souri man. The back is of cherry from a 
table more than a century old, which for- 
merly belonged to the Howard-Payne Col- 
lege. In the center of the back are inserted 
twenty-one pieces of wood from the Holy 
sand, one being from a grapevine that 
Srew in the Garden of Gethsemane. Around 
the margin are set in a row small pieces of 
wood, diamond-shaped, gathered from all 
over the civilized world. In one end of the

CHMENT FOR PORCELAIN LETTERS. 
—Any cement, to be efficient for this pur- | 
pose,|must be sufficiently elastic to stand 
the varying rate of expansion and comtrac- 
tion, and yet of strong adhesive properties 
Such a cement can be made by the fotow- 
ing formula: Stake fifteen parts of fresh 

uick-lime in twenty parts of water. Melt 

oy parts of caoutchouc and fifty parts 
of linseed oil varnish together, and ring 
the mixture to a boil. While boiling pour 
the liquid on the slaked lime, little by lit- 
tle, under constant stirring. Pass the mix- 
ture, While still hot, through muslin, to re- 
move any possible lumps, and let cool. It 
takes this cement two days to set complete- 
ly, but when dry, it makes a joint that wil] 
resist a great deal of pulling, whether from 
expansion or contraction, or force acting di- 
rectly (as a wedge) to pull apart the pieces 
united with it. By thinning the mixture 
down with oil of turpentire, a brfliiant, 
powerfully adhesive varnish ‘is obtained.

RHMOVING INK STAINS.—A strong so- 
lution of oxalic acid effectually takes out 
ink stains. In handling it the polsonous 
nature of this acid should not be forgotten. 
Iron-mold or ink spots may also be taken 
Out in the following manner: ‘Take one-half 
ounce of butter of antimony and one ounce 
of oxalic acid, and dissolve them in one 
pint of rain water; add enough flour to 
bring the mixturerto a proper consistency. 
Lay it evenly on the stained part with a 
brush, and, after it has remained for a few 
days, wash it off, and repeat the process if 
the stain be not wholly removed. 

TO CLEAN MARBLE.—Wash the surface 
with a mixture of finely powdered pumice 
stone and vinegar, and ieave it for several] 
hours, then brush it hard and wash it clean. 
When dry, rub with whiting and wash 
leather. Or take:

Bicarbonite of sodium 
Sulphate of copper 

Mix thoroughly, and rub over the marble 
with a piece of flannel, and leave it on for 
24 hours, then wash it off with clean water, 
and polish the marble with a piece of flan- 


nel or an old piece of felt.

A quite common 
method is to wrap a band of cotton around 
the trunk saturated with some liquid ob- 
noxious to the class of insects that crawl 
up the trunk; but perhaps better are the 
more modern preparations, such as Cater- 
pillar Lime, which being thick and sticky, 
are almost positive barriers if pee on thor- 
oughly.

Memories That Cluster About 
the Memphis Gayoso. 


LEGENDS OF THE CIVIL WAR. 


THERE GRANT, SHERMAN AND 
FORREST HAD HEADQUARTERS. 


’The Famous Inn Was Also the Scene 
of Two Mysterious Crimes, and 
Two Lives Were Lost in 
Its Destruction. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

MEMPHIS, Tenn., July 5.—The destruc- 
tion ‘by fire yesterday of the Gayoso Hotel 
will recall to thousands of persons, not resi- 
dents of Memphis, various matters of in- 
terest connected with the historic old 
Southern inn. 

No hotel in the South, unless it be the St. 
Charles of New Orleans, was richer in in- 
teresting lore than the Gayoso. 

Curious name, isn’t it? Yet it doesn’t 
seem so to people who live in and near the 
southwestern corner of Tennessee. Gayoso 
was an Indian chief, a contemporary of An- 
drew Jackson and his name has been per- 


petuated-by the designation of sundry 
etreets and water courses for him 

The Gayoso Hotel was setabiiahed in 1842. 
It was the show building of that period in 
that part of the South. It was the soene of 
one of the most daring escapades of the 
Civil war. 

After the Federal troops occupied Mem- 
phis Gen. Grant made his headquarters at 
the Gayoso. Sherman followed Him. After- 
wards Gen. Hurlburt was the cammanding 
officer in Memphis, and he also} quartered 
himself and his staff in the Gayoso, 

Gen. Bedford Forrest, the M rshal Ney 
of the Confederacy, approache Memphis 
from the South, and one blythe bee morn- 
ing sent two troops of his dare-devil fight- 
ers into the town. He could not expect 
to capture it, but he could create a diversion 
_— ss was the sort of a diversion his troops 

ec 

They dashed through the town like a 
whirlwind. slaving Federal soldiers at every 
block. Before the Federal troops realized 
what was going on, most of the gray- 
garbed troopers had passed up one street 
and were coming back on another. Mean- 
while a small detachment of Confederates 
had separated from the main horde and 
had invaded the Gayoso Hotel. They didn’t 
dismount. but dashed in on the ttessellated 
floor, revolvers in hand. 

They. wanted Gen. Hurlburt. One of the 
purposes of their expedition was to cap- 
ture him and carry thim off under the eyes 
of his own men. 

They didn’t get the General. They always 
claimed that he escaped in his night shirt, 
and the story has never been denied. One 
Federal officer was shot dead in| the lobby 
of the hotel. Failing 10 get Gen] Hurlburt 
and realizing that the Federals |would de- 
molish them as soon as they gotiover their 
surprise, Forrest's men skurried out of the 
town as fast as they could, without the 
loss of a man and glorying in the fact that 
they had killed and wounded a score or two. 

The Gayos? iwas refitted after the war, 
but it went down during the '70s. Early in 
the ’803 the house was remodeled and again 
took rank as a leading Southern hotel. 

lt was there in 1887 that the late Fanny 
Davenport's jewel casket was stolen. The 
night clerk, who tock it, was captured in 
Kansas City ahd sentenced to the peniten- 
tiary. Miss Davenport procured this pardon 
from Gov. Bob Taylor and enabled him te 
begin life anew in a Texas town, 

In 1891 a most mysterious affair occurred 
in the Gayoso. R. Dudley Frayser, a prom- 
inent banker, was beguilel into reom of 
the hotel by a man he suppcsed to be J. A. 
Morris of the Loutsiana Lottery €o., which 
was making a desperate fight for| existence, 
The man had intimated that he wanted to 
deposit a portion of the lottery company’s 
vast wealth in Col. Frayser’s bank. Abou 
four hours after Col. Frayser entered the 
room he was found alone there by a cham- 
bermaid. He was barely conscious, but bore 
no wounds. He said the man had forced him 
at the int of a revolver to sign a check 
for $5000, and had then made him inhaf 
chloroform. 

The check was Presented at the bank, but 
was not paid, as it did not bear Frayser’s 
customary signature. 

A young doctor without practice was ar- 
rested on suspicion. The police thought 
they had a perfect case of circumstantial 
evidence against him, but Col. Frayser did 
not identify him. 

His experience with the robberl gave Col. 
Frayser such a®shock that he jwent into 
a decline and died. 

The fire that destroyed the Gayoso caused 
the death of one man and the fatal injury 
of another and the serious hurt af another. 
An. unidentified negro was crushed by a 
falling wall. Ex-Fire Chief James E. Ciliary 
was struck by a falling stone. (His spine 
was fractured and he will die. Assistant 
Chief James Ryan's leg was broken by a 
falling stone. 

Ex-Chief Clary has been injured more 
times probably thmn any fireman living. 
He has been caught in burning buildings, 
thrown from his buggy, been in collisions 
without number and has never escaped 
without a wound. He retired from active 
service 10.years ago, but could never keep 
away from a fire. 

Assistant Chief Ryan has also received 
many injuries and had many narrow es- 
capes as a fireman. Once he carried two 
women down a ladder from the third story 
of a burning building while the flames 
were licking the ladder and the raunds were 
smoking. he women were dréessmakers. 
The incident was forgotten when/18 months 
later a newspaper received a padkKage con- 
taining a magnificent diamond studded gold 
medal, with an anonymous lettbr, asking

POLICEMAN CRONIN. KNOCKED 
DOWN AND SHOT. 


TRYING TO PRESERVE ORDER. 


‘Bull’ Franklin Is Said to Have De- 
liberately Tried to Murder 
the Officer. 


Policeman Timothy Cronin of the Seventh 
District was brutally assaulted by a crowd 
of negroes Tucsday afternoon at Jefferson 
avenue and Papin street. 

As he lay on the ground one of the ne- 
groes shot him in the groin and in the neck 
with a revolver. 

Cronin is at the City Hospital in a serious 
condition, but Dr, Nietert thinks he wili 
recover. 

The shooting was done, Cronin says, by 


Sam, alias ‘Bull’ Franklin, who, it is 
claimed, has terrorized residents of the 
neighborhood of Jefferson avenue and Papin 
street for some time. Others allege to have 
been in the crowd that assaulted the officer 
are Lew Goabout, Ed Ferguson and Dan 
Curtis. All except Curtis are at large. | 
Charies Eckert of 12044 Armstrong aventie 
and his wife saw the officer knocked down 
and shot. They were on the Jefferson Ave- 
nue Bridge and the negroes and the pp- 
liceman were on Papin street, which ruhs 
under the bridge. 

Eckert says the negroes, were noley and 
turbulent and that Cronin ordered them 
to be quiet. They replied insolently and 
Cronin threatened to arrest them. urtis, 
it is said, then struck Cronin from behind, 
knocking him down. The others joined in 
the assault and kicked the fallen officer. 

As Cronin tried to rise Franklin shot him 
twice.

Cronin dragged himself to the curbing 
and a crow athered. Dr. F. Sut- 
cliffe of 2233 Chouteau avenue was pass- 
ing. He stopped and bound up the wound. 
The femoral artery was cut and Cronin 
would have bied to death in five minutes 
if a doctor had not been near at hand. 
Cronin was sent to the City Hospital and 
De. Wistert extracted the bullet from Mis 
1e cK, 

Policeman Cronin made the following 
Statement of the affair to the Post-Dis- 
batch Wednesday: 

“Franklin and the other negroes were fir- 
ing blank cartridges at passers-by. Firs¢ 
they were on the bridge shooting at the 
passengers on the etreet cars. Afterward 
they went down on the street below the 
bridge. There they continued the racket. 
I cautioned them to be more careful. 
Without warning Dan Curtis struck at 
me, and before I knew it they had me on 
the ground lying in a pool of mud and 
water. I am positive that ‘Bull’ Franklin 
is the man who shot me. I know him and 
saw him when he fired.”’
